bage upon any vacant lot within the 
corporate lim its of the city, and they 
have hack of them

And In consequence a halt seems 
to have been called on the plan to 
clean up and a problem raised 
for 
w hich no immediate solution seems 
to he at hand, 
for 
if 
the law* is 
obeyed there is no place where the 
trash and garbage can be dumped. 
Som ething ought to be done in the 
m atter and without delay. 
Everyw h ere the 
problem of what 
to do with a city’s waste is an im­ 
portant one and 
one 
about which 
there are many opinions. 
Tt is used to be that cities sold 
their contracts for 
garbage to Hie 
highest bidder and it was found pro­ 
fitable to m anufacturers of fertilizers 
to collect it and pay a premium for 
the privilege of doing so. 
This sys­

ouire that garbage be promptly in­ 
cinerated. A number of incinerators

HOW TO BUILD A SILO 


Should Bs Lined 
With 
Cement 
Mortar When of Lumber. 


Concrete Foundation 
Extending 
Six 
Feet Into Ground May Be Made 
With 2x4’s Placed on Top— 
Outside Left Exposed. 


I n reply to a farm er 
asking 
for 
plans for a silo and who has on hand 
pine, white oak and chestnut lumber 
for its construction. H oard’s Dairyman j 
m akes the following reply: 
It is our opinion that if it is most j 
desirable to build a silo of the lum- i 
ber on hand it would he well to plan J 
on lining it \\ itll cement mortar. 
A ii 
concrete foundation exte nding six feet « 
Into the ground and two feet above I 
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inside of tile 3x4's nail half-inch lum­ 
ber horizontally to them. 
Over this 
sheeting 
nail 
beveled 
laths, 
which 
may be made from half-inch lumber 
obtained at a saw mill. 
The accompanying illustration shows 
the relation of the sheeting, laths and 
cem ent mortar. 
The dovetailed open­ 
ing formed by the laths as shown 
holds the cem ent lining very solidly. 
The cement m ortar should be mixed 
one part cement to three parts 
of 
sharp sand; it will be necessary to 
put on two coats. 
The second coat is 
put on before the first is thoroughly 
dry. 
After the second coat is dry, or 
nearly so, a wash consisting of pure 
cem ent and water made to the thick­ 
ness of cream, should be applied w ith 
a brush to the silo. 
This wash will 
close up the pores of the plaster and 
prevent it from taking up any mois­ 
ture from the silage, also prevent air 
from entering the silo. 
The outside of the silo, or the 2xl’s, 
may be left exposed, or they may be 
covered with siding, or sheeting, as 
the fancy of the builder decides. 
It 
would be possible to use paper and 
several thicknesses of lumber, and 
make a very good silo, setting up the 
llxVs, as described, hut we believe it 
is better aud fully as cheap to line the 
silo with cement plaster.

A Back Yard Orchard. 


Why not have an orchard of your 
own? 
Why spend your leisure mo­ 
ments for the next few weeks, day­ 
dreaming of pink and white blooms, 
and sun kissed peaches, too ripe and 
luscious to ship, and just good enough 
for city visitors to eat and eat until 
their teeth are on edge. 
Let us see what we can do by way 
of an orchard in that back lot of yours. 
There is hardly a back yard in this 
whole town that would not grow fruit 
of some kind if handled in the right 
way. 
The main thing is to have the 
desire to grow it and then to find out 
that highly essential thing, the right 
way. 
Of course, what you grow is a mat­ 
te r of choice, as there are several 
kinds of fruit for every set of condi­ 
tions. 
If your space is very small, but is 
well exposed to the sun, you can cer­ 
tainly grow currants and most of the 
bush berries nicely. Besides beautify­ 
ing your back yard, they will yield 
you a crop every year, and will furnish 
you with an abundance of fresh fruit 
and delicious jellies and 
preserves. 
One nice thing about these low shrubs 
is that they require very little work, 
they are inexpensive to plant, and 
they grow well in practically any soil 
and climate. 
They can be transplant­ 
ed successfully at almost any time of 
year, although the spring or fall are 
preferable. 
They come into bearing 
quickly and do not have off years as 
do many of the tree fruits. 
If you have a rather rich, yet light 
soil which warms up quickly in the 
spring, a strawberry patch will give 
you more keen pleasure and profit 
than any other patch of ground on the 
whole place. It should have the warm­ 
est and dryest, sunny spot in the yard. 


April is the best month to set out a 
strawberry bed in the north, aud care 
should be taken to secure plants from 
some bed that was set out the previ­ 
ous spring. 
This bed will not have 
begun to bear yet, and the plants will 
be strong and insure you of healthy, 
productive plants for your new bed. 
It is an excellent scheme to have 
at least one row of grapes. 
They can 
well be planted along the west or 
south side of a fence or house, and may 
be trained to cover the entire fence. 
When this is not possible, set up a 
row of fence 
posts, 
string 
three 
smooth wires between them, and tie 
the young grape vines to the wires 
in order to keep them off the ground. 
Besides their edible virtues, 
grape 
vines possess the highest decorative 
qualities, and should be planted more 
generally, if for this reason only. The 
Concord is one f the best varieties 
for Northern states, and if part of 
them fail to ripen before frost, they 
can be made into excellent pickles, 
preserves or home made wine. 
In the tree fruits, nothing is more 
popular than the sour red cherry. 
It 
is hardy, prolific, subject to few pests 
and it makes the best pies in Ameri­ 
ca. 
All one has to do is to plant the 
young tree and let nature take her 
course. 
You will find the fruit a great 
treat. 
Peaches, plums and apples can all 
be grown successfully, and the last 
two are almost independent of cli­ 
matic conditions, but peaches are not 
so universally successful in the north. 
Pears do excellently under 
proper 
treatment, aud magnificent pears can 
be grown by following the 
English 
fashion of training a pear tree flat 
against the south side of a brick wall, 
where it receives the 
reflected 
as 
well as the direct heat of the Bun's 
rays.

Dunnigan, Mo., April 21.—Still ac­ 
tive at the telegraph key, receiving 
and sending orders for th** handling 
of trains and attending to Hie mani­ 
fold duties that fall to the lot of an 
operator at a small railroad station, 
Simon T. Tracy, who saw service as 
an arm y telegraph operator during 
the civil war. and now is agent for 
the Kansas City, Clinton Ac Spring­ 
field railway at this place, is believed 
to he the oldest operator in active 
service in the United States. 
Though k<» years old. he is as ac­ 
tive as a man not one-third his age, 
and in the eight years he has been 
with tile K., C., C. & S. lie lins not 
had a vacation. 
3'racy was horn in Norwich, Conn.. 
May 20, 1833. 
He was at 
Fayette­ 
ville, Ark., when the civil war broke 
out. 
He enlisted in the Union army 
as a telegraph operator and served 
as such till the close of the struggle. 
When Tracy was given a position 
with the K U, C. & S. in 1904, his 
application read, “with 
over 
fifty 
years’ experience.” 
He was then TI 
years old. 
He was given the position 
of station agent at 
Vista, north of 
Dunnegan. 
Vista i« a junction point. 
A year ago Tracy found th#* respon­ 
sibilities too great and asked to bt* 
transferred, 
ll#* was s e n t to Dunne- 
gan, w here th#* work is less strenu­ 
ous for a man of his age and more 
to his liking. 
Tracy sends and receives messages 
with much speed. 
In the office he 
can hear the click of th#* instrument 
without trouble, hut on the platform 
a slight deafness prevents him hear­ 
ing calls from other stations, espe­ 
cially when trains are passing. 
Officials of the road, in recognition 
of his long service in railroad work 
and his faithfulness during the time 
he has been with the Clinton line, 
have installed 
a “call” 
It**11 
which 
summons the veteran operator to the 
key when h#* is busy on tho station 
platform. 
'Hie station at Dunnegan is unique, 
in that the waiting room resembles a 
sitting room in a dwelling more than 
a place where passengers await the 
arrival of trains. 
Tracy 
and 
his 
wife make use of th#* station building 
as their home. Th#* waiting room has 
been furnished with rocking chairs 
ami except for a carpet presents th* 
appearance of a room in an ordinary 
home. 
On most any afternoon, wo­ 
men can lit* seen seated in the rock­ 
ers as guests of the couple, d#diig 
their knitting and discussing what 
little gossip there is in a village tho 
size of Dunnegan.

If such soil as the last cannot be 
had. then fill the can with the dark,1 
rich top soil from the woods lot, after 
scraping away the leaves and other 
coarse materials. 
Pack the soil in all 
of them down solid, and put in all t h e y j 
will hold. 
Put these cans of soil in 
some place whore they will dry out 
thoroughly. 
A good place is in the 
kitchen behind the stove. 
W hen they are all well dried, pour 
a half pi ut of water slowly over the 
top of each can of soil. 
Repeat this, 
putting the same amount of water on 
each soil, un’ii the water begins tc 
trickle from the holes in the bottom of 
the cans. 
The water will begin to run from 
the can containing sand first, and if 
this can be p l a c e d so that the water 
can be caught and measured it can 
he told how much less water this sand 
will hold than the clay soil, and by 
the same method it may be seen how 
much more wafer the soil full of hu­ 
mus will hold than even a uea'y cia\ 
soil devoid of humus.

High Fertility Is Important for Hasten­ 
ing Maturity and Increasing 
Yield of Crop. 


Early cabbage requires high fertil­ 
ity. 
This is important for two rea- 
-ons, n ame ly, it hastens maturity and 
increases the yield. Both of these fac­ 
ers are essential to realize the largest 
orchis. Stable manures should he used 
liberally and should be supplemented 
>v a dressing of about a ton of

ligh-grade fertilizer. 
The most suc- 
essful cabbage growers use a fertil- 
zor containing four to six per cent of 
litrogen and from eight to ten per 
:*ent. of each of the mineral elements. 
If the soil is drought resultant, the 
alants may bi' set closer together. In­ 
clusive growers having

rich, 
noist soils often plant 14 to 26 inches 
Apart. The bettor plan, however, is to 
Blow more space between rows, say 
28 or 30 inches or even 32 in some in­

I have used dynamite for digging 
holes for trees, and am still using it 
with satisfactory results. 
It is a good 
plan to us© in replanting an old or­ 
chard. 
In my fifteen year old orchard 
there were rocky spots where the sub­ 
soil plow failed to penetrate when tho 
orchard was first planted, and two of 
three replanting? since, where holes 
were dug with pick and shovel, have 
not been successful. 
Dynamite 
did 
the work all right. 
There is little danger in handling 
the dynamite, but great care must be 
used in handling the caps which ex­ 
plode it. 
I use half a stick of dyna­ 
mite for opening a hole In which a 
tree is to be set, and a whole stick is 
used to blow out an old tree. 
My 
men cut the fuse the length wanted, 
insert one end of the fuse in the cap. 
and bore or gouge a hole in the dyna­ 
mite, in which the cap is inserted; 
the dynamite is then tied fast in the 
hole. 
A crowbar Is used to punch a 
hole In the soil to depth of about two 
feet.
